Tilirty-six  Llississippi  counties  engaged  in  club  work  nave 
a county  e:recutive  committee  which  is  ccxiiposed  of  the  presidents  and 
secretaries  of  the  several  coiiamunity  4-H  dabs  in  the  county,  Tlxis 
committee  meets  quarterly  - January,  April,  July,  and  October  - on 
the  call  of  the  ccanty  agents,  and  plans  county-wide  club  activities.

A county  4-H  leaders*  council,  composed  of  the  home  demon- 
stration agent  and  the  county  agent,  the  county  superintendent  of 
education,  and  the  tv/o  adult  club  leaders  of  the  several  community 
4-H  clubs  of  the  county,  usually  meets  in  con^iuriction  with  the  meet- 
ings of  the  co-anty  executive  committee.
